Convicted "Bootlegger" Will Have to 


Serve Out Balance of Sentence 


of 110 Days. 


ALSO THAT

OF $290 


Governor's Order Takes Into Consid- 


eration Another Charge of 


Which he Was Convicted. 


The parole of Newton Casey, con- 


victed "bootlegger," was revoked to- 
day following receipt of an order 
from Governor Ralston. Casey can 
now peacefully 
serve out tlie bal- 


ance of a sentence of 110 days and 
a fine of $290 without worrying 
about the new charge against him. 
The present case will not be tried 
until he has served . this 
sentence. 


The order of the governor is as fol- 
lows : 


"Whereas, one Newton Casey was 


convicted in the 
circuit court of 


Rush county, Indiana, on a charge 
of selling intoxicating liquors with- 
out a license and sentenced to a term 
of one hundred twenty (120) days in 
jail of said county, to which was ad- 
ded a fine of $880 and costs; and, 


"Whereas, He was paroled there- 


from by the governor of the state of 
Indiana on June 7, 1915'snd, 


"Whereas, It is made to appear by 


letter from Hon..Will M. Sparks, 
judge of the Rush Circuit court and 
Hon. Albert C. Stevens, prosecuting 
attorney of Rush county, that said 
Newton Casey is again charged with 
having operated a "Wind tiger," and 
has 'been a fugitive from justice from 
November 10, 1915 until, January 23, 
191C, when he was arrested and re- 
turned to the county jail at Rush- 
ville: 


"Now therefore, I, 
Samuel M. 


Ralston, Governor of the 
state of 


Indiana, by virtue of the power and 
authority vested in me by the consti- 
tution and the laws of said 
state, 


hereby revoked said parole granted 
to said Newton Casey. 


"In testimony whereof, I 
have 


hereunto set my hand and caused to 
be affixed the great seal of the state 
of Indiana, at the Capitol in the city 
of Indianapolis, this 27th day of 
January, 1916. 


SAMUEL M. RALSTON, 


Governor. 


•The amount of the fine referred to 


by Governor Ralston evidently takes 
into consideration "both the fines re- 
ceived by Casey on the "blind tiger" 
charge and the associating charge of 
which he'was convicted.

Republican Workers Here Say Press 


Agent Thompson is Misrepre-

senting Primary Law. 


LATE RULING CONTRADICTED 


Leaves Impression That Voters Who 


Crosses to Another Party is 


Liable to Imprisonment. 


Republican party workers in this 


eonpty do not know what to think of 
the; various interpretations that are 
beirfg placed on the new state-wide 
primary Jaw. While the state supreme 
court has held that only Republicans 
can} challenge those who attempt to 
express their choice of candidates on 
the Republican primary ballot, the 
same rule applying with other par- 
ties. Republicans workers here point 
out| that Willis S. Thompson, paid 
press agent of the Democratic state 
organization, is writing articles to 
leave the impression that if a voter 
supported one ticket in the last elec- 
tion, he can not cross over and 
lielp nominate the ticket of another 
party. 


They point to the fact that Thomp- 


son'said in-one of his articles re- 
eenfly that "the state-wide primary 
iaw' says .that if any voter attempts 
to dross from the party he supported 
in the last election he shall be guilty 
of 'a «riminal offense, for whidh he 


aiST&e^fined, imprisoned and dis- 


franchised." 


Republicans workers here say that 


is a plain attempt at misrepresenta- 
tion, in the light of the supreme court 
decision However, it is recalled, the 
supreme court did not declare that 
section unconstitutional, but simply 
placed a construction upon it. But if 
that construction is to rule, the as- 
sertion of the hired press agent of 
the state organization that a voter 
who switches parties is liable to a 
fi,ne, imprisonment and disfranchise- 
ment is an effort at intimidation, it 
is declared. 


Republicans here and elsewhere 


from the first contended that section 
ten regarding the qualification of vo- 
ters was a political coup to prevent 
Progressives affiliating with the Re- 
publican party by making it illegal 
for them to help nominate the ticket 
in the primaries Although the con- 
itruetion of supreme court throws 
a different light on the section, it is 
contended by many here that the ar- 
ticles by the state organization press 
agent clearly indicates the intention 
of the state organization to befuddle 
the 
Progressives and intimidate 


them so that they will riot partici- 
pate in the Republican primaries ev- 
en though they have that 
privilege 


under the law. 


Republicans 
-who 
have 
noted 


Thompson's assertions have looked 
iip the primary law and have found 
that section 38 is the only one pro- 
viding a penalty for fradulent vot- 
ing. It is quoted as follows: 


"Whosoever, not having the legal 


qualifications of a voter at any pri- 
mary election authorized by law to 
be held in the state, "votes, or offers 
to vote, as such primary 
election^ 


shall be fined not more than one hun- 
dred dollars or less ban ten dollars, 
or imprisoned in the county jail not 
more than one year or less than one 
month or both, and disfranchised and 
rendered incapable of holding any 
office o£ trust or profit for any de- 
terminate time 


"Whoever knowingly votes or of-, 


fers to vote at a primary ejection in 
any precinct except the one in which 
he presides shall be fined not more 
.than one hundred dollars or less than 
ten dollars, or imprisoned 
in the 


county jail'not more than one year 
nor less than one month, or both, and

Three Kinds of Remonstrances 


to Defeat it, 


MEETING THURSDAY NIGHT 


Majority Favor Trying to Get Im- 


provement Under Three-Mile 


Road Law—Many Difficulties. 


The city council, from all indi- 


cations, will have a hard time put- 
ting the First street paving improve- 
ment through in the manner already 
started. A meeting of the property 
owners opposed to the improvement 
was held last night in the assembly 
room of the court house and steps 
were taken to fight he action of the 
council. 


The meeting was attended by thir- 


ty-five or forty property owners of 
the street, including not only resi- 
dent property owners, but all own- 
ers of property on the street. The 
city council has passed a resolution 
calling for the paving of the street 
and February 14 is the time set for 
hearing remonstrances. 
The" meet- 


ing last night voted to employ an at- 
torney and to present the remon- 
strance to the council. 


Three differenj; methods of remon- 


strating can be used and it is more 
than likely than instead of qne re- 
monstrance three will be 
presented 


to the 
city 
council.- One 
form 


remonstrance requires the signature 
of a majority of the resident prop- 
irty owners. This isr considered the 
most difficult of the three forms to 
secure as many of the people resid- 
ing on the street are renters. 


The second form considered was 


;hat signed by eighty per cent of 
;he property owners. 
This \ remon- 


strance would take in all property 
owners, regardless of whether they 
live on the street. The third form 
of remonstrance is that representing 
ifty per cent of the total valuation 
of the property on the street. 


The various forms of remonstran- 


ces were discussed at the meeting 
and it was pracEcally decided that in , 
order to be on the safe side all three 
would be used in an effort to prevent 
the street from being built by the city 
as called for in the plans and speci- 
fications. 
It was stated that only 


about two property owners on the 
entire street favor the improvement 


It is also stated that the majority 


would favor the improvement if 
it

EYES OF SAXONY 
ON CROWN PRINCE 


Rumor Says King Frederick 


Abdicate. 


FEAR MOTHER'S INFLUENCE. 


Comparative Poverty Has Kept Di- 


vorced Wife of Ruler Quiet.In Re- 
cent Years, but People Are Worried 
That She Will Become Active Again 
If Son Takes Throne. 


Paris.—A rumor that King Frederick 


of Saxony was considering the abdica- 
tion of his throne in favor of his son, 
Prince George, probably owes its in- 
spiration to the festivities arranged in 
Dresden for the young man's twenty- 
third birthday anniversary on Jan. 15, 
coupled with the fact that for the past 
three years, since he became twenty, 
he has been gradually initiated into 
state affairs, more and more taking his 
father's place in the reception of minor 
committees from the council of minis- 
ters and parliament. This has been 
in accordance with the policy of state 
to take every precautionary measure 
possible to protect the heir to the Sax- 
on throne and the Saxon people from 
the influence of Prince George's moth- 
er, the notorious ex-Crown Princess 
Louise, in the event of the sudden 
death of King Frederick and the ac- 
cession of Prince George. 


The Saxon government fears ex- 


Crown Princess Louise's baneful influ- 
ence upon her son almost as much as 
the Prussians of a century ago feared 
Napoleon. She is their nightmare, and

as long as Prince George remains yonng 
and without experience in the grave 
responsibilities of state the government 
is in dread of possible complications. 
Everything Is being done to give him 
a full appreciation of his duty as king. 


Prince George has not seen his moth- 


er for several years, since her so called 
"memoirs" were published. She elop- 
ed from the royal palace some years 
ago with his tutor, Giron, and was di- 
vorced by King Frederick, being com- 
pelled to renounce her title as crown 
princess, her husband confefrring upon 
her the title of Countess of Monti- 
gnoso. The king took charge of the 
girl baby born to Louise after her 
elopement, the child being christened 
as the king's and given the name of 
Princess Anne Monique Pie, being In- 
cluded in the royal family and kept 
away 
from 
the 
mother 
entirely. 


Louise's later escapade in marrying an 
Italian pianist, Toselli, the publicity 
of a divorce from him and a fight for 
the child born of this union, with the 
publication' of her "memoirs ridiculing 
her husband's family, had the effect of 
completely alienating King Frederick 
and his government from Tier. Com- 
parative poverty has kept her quiet in 
recent years. 


Prince George's marriage has already 


received a good deal of attention by 
his father and the Dresden court, since 
it is obriHUSly wise to see him settled 
down early with a prudent wife, whose 
influence would counteract any which 
his mother would attempt to exert. A 
few months before the war it was said 
that informal negotiations had been 
opened with the czar for an alliance 
between the heir to the Saxon throne 
and the Grand Duchess Tatiana, the 
czar's second daughter, who will be 
nineteen next May, a beautiful girl, 
vivacious and Intelligent This match 
is, of course, quite impossible now, and 
the prospective bride generally spoken 
of at thiu time is Princess Stephanie 
of 
Holianzoliern • Sigmaringen, 
the 


daughter of Prince Karl of Hohenzol- 
jern, who is two years, younger than 
Prince George. 
•

BY ONE EUROPEAN NATION. 


Inventor's Representative Defends. Ap- 


paratus on Submarine E-2. 


EMPEROR STRICKEN. 


(By UnltwJ Pnu.) 


Rome, Jan. 28.—Reports received 


by diplomats here today said that 
Emperor Franz Josef of Austria suf- 
fered two strokes of apoplexy and 
that his condition is critical. 


GIVE WOMEN BALLOT. 
\ 


(By United Fren.) 


Winnipeg, Jan. 28.—Woman suf- 


frage passed the provincial legisla- 
ture yesterday afternoon. Manitoba, 
is the first Canadian province to give 
women the ballot. 


Thomas A. Edison's personal 


sentattve and chief engineer, Dr. Mil' 
ler Beese Hutchison, has declared that 
Mr. Edison's submarine safety battery 
was in use in the war in Europe. Up 
to that moment it had been supposed 
that the United States had an option 
on the exclusive use of the device if 
the tests to which It was to be sub- 
jected proved satisfactory. 


The announcement came while Dr. 


Hutchison was defending the Edison 
battery in the E-2, in which there was 
an explosion in the Brooklyn navy 
yard, against hints • and suggestions 
that the battery had created the hy- 
drogen gas that -is supposed to have 
wrecked the interior of the boat! killed 
four men and injured ten. As to the 
use of the Edison battery in the Eu- 
ropean war, Dr. Hutchison said: 


"The Edison cells have been in use 


on submarines for a long time, 'al- 
though this is not generally known. 
Mr. Edison is not in the^ munitions 
business, and he has not sold any since 
the war, but before that three subma- 
rines of a certain European power 
were fitted with these batteries. They 
have not met with any accident 


"One 
of them has sunk seventeen 


vessels, and another recently sank a 
transport filled with troops and the 
cruiser that was convoying the trans- 
port Two of the United States navy's 
big floating cranes, one at Hawaii and 
the other at the Boston navj\ yard, 
have used the Edison battery since 
1913 without a sign of trouble." 


The British submarine E-19 may be 


one of the three indicated by Mr. 
Hutchison. In the October campaign 
against German commerce in the Bal- 
tic she was credited with sinking fif- 
teen ships up to the end of that month, 
and four more were sunk two days 
later, two of them credited to the same 
boat There have been reports from 
uncensored sources of British subma- 
rines doing effective work in the east- 
ern Mediterranean against troopships 
and transports, and the E-19 may have 
been sent there. 


WAR COST $73,000.000 A DAY 


Germany and Her Allies Spand $20,- 
000,000 and Entente Powers the Rest. 


• After prolonged study of all available 
statistics Alfred Neymarck, French 
economist, finds that the daily cost of 
the war to five of the belligerents has 
attained $73,000,000, divided as fol- 
lows: 
Germany, including advances to her 


allies, $20,000,000; France, $16,000,000; 
Great Britain, $19,000,000; Russia, $13,- 
000,000; Italy, $5,000,000. 


Italy's expenses must rise to over 


$6,000,000 daily, however, for by the 
end of July she will have spent $3,000,- 
000,000 altogether. The belligerent war 
loans to the end of last October totaled 
$24,000,000,000, of which the United 
States supplied $900,000,000. The al- 
lies have borrowed $14,00q,000,000 and 
the central empires $10,000,000,000. ;

MANY LUDICROUS ANSWERS 


Exabinations In Three Institution* Re- 


sult In College Authorities Seeking 
Corrective Measures to Overcome 
Deficiency—Believe Students Are In- 
different to European Affairs. 


New York.—Whether the Ignorance 


of the college student 'oi today Is rep- 
resentative of a growing Indifference 
on the part of the American public to- 
ward events, persons and places Inti- 
mately associated with the European 
war "is a question which 'college and 
university authorities are Investigat- 
ing as a result of examinations recent- 
ly held, under the auspices of three te&- 
resentative Institutions. As an imme- 
diate result of the recent quiz on con- 
temporaneous events conducted at New 
York university, where an average 
grade of 58 per cent was the rating 
Shown by fifty-nine students, several 
members of the faculty are looking for 
corrective measures to overcome this 
deficiency. 


It was stated by a member' of the de- 


partment of history at the New York 
| university that he believed the ap'par- 
! en't indifference of students toward the 
' present war was Indicative of a gener- 
al tendency on the part o'f the public to 
neglect a close study of affairs In Eu- 
rope. That the surprising lack of In- 


j formation of affairs immediately con- 
\ nected with the war was not peculiar 
! to students at any university was fur- 
' toer expressed as the opinion of Pro- 


j fessor A. H. Nason, assistant profes- 
; sor of English at New York university. 
I Professor Nason, who submitted twen- 
' ty-one questions to students In his va- 
rious classes, pointed out that the ques- 
tions used have also been submitted 
to students of two other Institutions— 
a middle western state university and 
BdwdolD. college—where the results 
were about the same. 


Dean Kenneth C. M. Sills of Bow- 


doin cpilege is quoted as saying, "I do 
not thlnli college men of New England 
colleges are very steady newspaper 


1 readers," and referred to the matter 
' as ''lamentable, but not surprising." 


I Some of the questions asked by au- 


• thoritifis at both Bowdoin college and 
New York" university received answers 
which, In many cases were ludicrous. 
At Bogota out of a class of fifty-three 
students twenty were ignorant as to 


; the location of Gallipoll, which In 
many c&ses was put variously InJCtaly, 
France, Bulgaria, Greece and Berlin. 
New York university students answer- 
ed the3 same question with apparently 
as littlo accuracy. 


The'(French General Joffre was va- 


riously Designated by students at both 
institutions as "Joffiree," 
"Joffery," 


"Geoffrey" and "Jeofrey," indicating a 
general unfamiliarity with even news- 
paper headlines. The question, "Who 
Is Venlzelos?" resulted in similarly 
diculous answers. Some recollected 
the ex-premier of Greece as a Spanish 
artist, another said that he was a Mex- 
ican rebel, while still another designat- 
ed him as the premier of Italy. When 
asked "Who is tne present ruler of 
England?" several students replied va- 
riously King Edward, George III., IV. 
or VI. as the correct Information. 


In the department of history at New 


York university Assistant Professor 
Theodore P. Jones submitted current 
questions to a class of students in Eu- 
ropean history, among which was "tin* 
query, "Where Is Ghrlstianla?" Only 
two students knew its location, In spite 
of th« fact 'that the daily papers of &b 
day before all contained long 'accounts 
bf the landing of the Ford party "at 
that "city. One student of the same 
class half seriously answered the ques- 
tion, "Who is Sir Douglas Hague?"'by 
stating that he would answer "the ques- 
tion correctly if told wliere the other 
"Haig" was. 


Of the fifty-nine students taking the 


examination at New York university 
none answered all of the inquiries cor- 
rectly, while only three obtained a 
grade above 00 per cent Of a class of 
twenty-three freshmen nine failed, 
while the average rank was 63 per 
cent Another class of the same num- 
ber of freshmen averaged only 52 per 
cent, and thirteen failed to pass, while 
a class matte up of upper class men did 
as poorly and averaged a grade of- 
only Gi per cent

ON 25 GENTS A DAY 
HE GOES £ COLLEGE 


Georgia Youth Lives Hone In 


Self Made Shack. 


Savannah, Ga. — A youth eighteen 


years old is living at the Georgia 
School of Technology and acquiring, an. 
education on 25 cents a day. On the 
school register he is marked as "H...S. 
Cole, Co-op," and he has built a shack 
on a nearby lot, where he sleeps and 
eats aud cooks his own food. He pur- 
sues his studies during his spare min- 
utes. 


Cole works two -weeks a month for 


the Atlanta Steel company, and on 
what he earns during this period he 
goes to school for two weeks at the 
school. His pay check at the steel fac- 
tory is $12 every thirty days. That 
suffices to pay for his food, his tuition 
and his books. He doesn't have any 
incidentals. 
When he feels the need 


of a little recreation he indulges.in~.au 
hour or so of trigonometry. He is a 
son of D. 0. Cole, formerly assistant 
postmaster at Atlanta, now living at 
Marietta. 


"It was Just a few? days before school 


opened that I found there was to be no 
more college for me," said the student. 
"I knew about the 'co-op' student, and 
the idea occurred to me that I might 
put up a shack and live in it and be in- 
dependent. I came down from Mari- 
etta and went to see Mr. Peters and 
asked him if I might build some sort 
of place on his laud that I could live 
in.'Und he said I could." 
, ' 


The shop instructors helped him, and 


the school gave him a door and a win- 
dow. Otherwise the house was built 
by Cole alone. As far as essentials go, 
it was finished in three days. 


Cole sits over an oil lamp and stud- 


ies while tlie winds beat a tattoo on his 
homemade house and apparently tries 
at times to blow both house and owner 
away. He gets up at 6 o'clock In the 
morning to cook his breakfast aud 
wash his dishes, and he reaches his 
classes as fresh and smiling as stu- 
dents from dormitory or home. 


During the two weeks he works at 


the steel mill Cole's rising hour is 5 
o'clock. Then he gets breakfast and 
walks to the mill. He works ten hours 
a day and studies at night. 


"What are you going to do with your- 


self?" he was asked. 


"I haven't decided yet." he answered. 


"Maybe I'll be an electrical or mechan- 
ical engineer, perhaps a farmer. All 
I've decided just now is that I want a 
college education." 


OSAGE INDIANS CITIZENS. 


2,229 Added to Oklahoma's Population 


by Court's Decision. 


Fawhuska, Okla.—Oklahoma receiv- 


ed a gift of 2,229 citizens, each of 
whom is worth about $30,000, when 
Federal Judge Henry Hudson handed 
down a decision holding that all Osage 
Indians were full citizens of the Unit- 
ed States and as such were entitled 
to all rights granted in the Fourteenth 
amendment. 


The decision gives the members of. 


the tribe complete control over their 
personal property, but does not affect 
their real estate holdings.

Explained 6y Statistician. 


Topeka, Kan'.—"Kansas, with a rate 


of 9.8 In each 1,000 population, has the 
lowest death rate of any state in tlie 
Union, because the people do not drink 
liquor, because they have money 
enough to'live right and because tuey 
have the intelligence to read of the 
conditions that make for short lives 
and kuow how to dodge them." 


That is the answer of W. J. V. Dea- 


con, registrar of the Kansas vital sta- 
tistics bureau, to Samuel L. Rogers, di- 
rector of the United States bureau of 
the census. 
The government official 


wrote to Mr. Deacon to get an explana- 
tion of -why the Kansas death rate is 
so low. In reply Mr. Deacon wrote: 


"Kansas is almost wholly an agricul- 


tural utate; there are only twelve cities 
hi the state of more than 100,000 popu- 
lation, and there is a gratifying ah- 
sence of slum districts hi the cities. 
Aside from the southeast comer of the 
state there is no mining. 
-"The density of the population in the 
state is only 20.7 persons to the square 
mile, and 70.8 per cent of the popula- 
tion reside outside of towns of 2,500 
population or more. 
The climate, 


while showing extremes of tempera- 
ture, is usually mild enough to permit 
much outdoor work and open windows. 


"But it is to the people themselves 


that we must look for those minor aud 
subtle qualities that make for better' 
and longer living. Kansas is rich, her 
per capita wealth is great and the peo- 
ple are enabled to live well, to clothe 
themselves properly, to have comforta- 
ble homes and to load their tables with 
nourishing foods. 


"Kansas is a prohibition state, and 


ha Kansas prohibition really prohibits. 
I do not mean by this that there is no 
alcohol consumed in the sta^, but the 
absence of the saloon means much to 
our growing young men, who in the ab- 
sence of the barroom find more health- 
ful pastimes than loafing in an alcohol 
laden atmosphere."

At both places, the robbers left their 
instruments behind, and in .both in- 
stances the tools were identical. In 
both cities the robbers bad prepared 
with a high power automobile and in 
both instances they made a dash in 
the direction of Chicago. 


The men *ho did the work at Ev- 


ansville were traced nearly to Chi- 
ciga. When other plans failed them 
they stole the machine of a wealthy 
Evansville man, and the peculiarities 
of this machine aided in the chase. 


Because of the difficulties experi- 


enced in disposing of the second- 
hand revenue stamps, it is believed 
that the "fence" must be in a posi- 
tion of . considerable consequence 
possibly in the federal service,

are learned about patriotic songs 
familiar to nearly everyone: 


The national song of the French, 


ihfe "Marseillaise," was composed by 
Souget de Lisle, a captain of engi- 
neers quartered at Strasburg when 
the volunteers of the Bas Rbin re- 
ceived orders to join Luekner's army. 
They had no music, but at the sug- 
gestion of Dietrich, the mayor of 
Strasburg, De . Lisle composed this 
song on the night of April 24, 1792. 
[t was subsequently sung in Mar- 
seilles with immense success, hence' 
its name. The song as it stands is 
the greatest revolutionary, hymn, in 
the world. 
The French government 


recently transferred 
the body of 


Rougetde Lisle (who suffered 
im- 


prisonment for his revolutionary op- 
inion during his lifetime) to the 
Palace fles Invalides 
with great 


pomp and ceremony. 


The music of "Deutschland nfoer 


alles" was written by Hayden in 
1797. 
The present words were not 


written until 1841, by Hoffman von 
Fallersleben. 
At that 
time 
Ger- 


many was not united into an empire 
as it is today. 


The "Vacht am Rhein" was writ 


ten by Max Selieckenberger, an ob- 
scure Swabian inereliant, and the 
music was by Carl Wflhelm. The 
song became popular during the 
Franco- German war. 


The national hymn of Austria 


was composed by Hayden and is 
known as the "Emperor's Hymn." ' 


The words of the "Star-Spangled 


Banner" were written by Francis 
Scott Key, an American prisoner on 
a British 
man-o'-war 
during the 


bombardment of Fort McHenry in 
1814. " The melody is an old English 
drinking s'ong. 


The words of "Yankee 
Doodle" 


were 
probably written by a Dr. 


Shuckburgh, 
a surgeon in 
the 


French and Indian wars. Haliiday, 
the antiquarian, asserts the melody 
is derived from a chant used in the 
Italian churches of the twelfth cen 
tury. It is we'll known that the song 
was a vintage song in France an<3 
Spain, and a song of the reapers in 
Holland. It is also said to be foun- 
ded on a jig of 1745. 
known as 


"Kitty Fisher's Jig." 
The Caveliers 


:are said to have used it in ridicule 
of Cromwell just as the British used 
it against the Americans.

Rome, Dee. 20.—(By Mail) Italy's 


boys in the -trenches had a royal 
Christmas. Best of all their Christ- 
mas gifts was Christmas dinner in 
steam heated trenches. With their 
omdern trench', improvements they 
had the best of it oyer some of the 
girls they left behind them. 
For 


sunny Italy has the coldest inter- 
iors' and the poorest heating facili- 
ties in all the world. In the trenches 
however; up where the snow is heavy 
and the rains are freezing in the 
mountains, the steam heated trench- 
es are driving away the terrors of a 
winter campaign. 


The sending p£ gifts -to soldiers 


at the front was one of the most 
touching of all Christmas activities 
Everyone wanted to send something 
A poorly clad woman entered one of 
the stations where special boxes of 
sweets, ready for sending to sol- 
diers, were on sale. She had anly 
sixteen soldi. The iboxes were one 
franc fifty. 


"I'll ibuy something," she said 


"I've no one at the front now. My 
boy's fallen at Col di Lana but I 
want to send some little comfort to 
some 
other mother's boy." She 


bought a small package of sweets 
for sixteen cents and some moth 
er's boy must have felt a different 
quality in that dearly purchased re 
membrance. 


The order 
that 
chocolate 
and 


sweets could not be sent privately 
to soldiers at the front caused such 
a wail that parliament decided to 
change the order. The order had 
been given because of the fear that 
poisoned sweets from suspicious and 
concealed quarters migkt reach, the 
soldiers. Enough evidence had come 
to the ears of the authorities to war- 
rent tbis^ action. It was this same 
fear that resulted in the public eigai 
and cigaret collection stations being 
abandoned. The opportunity for en- 
emies sending poisoned cigars or 
cigarets offered too strong a tem- 
ptation to evil minds. 


The discovery of poisoned tobacco 


brought the decisive order. Thous- 
ands of cigars were destroyed and 
the order was that thenceforth only 
money would t>e accepted 
to buy 


cigars from 
government supply 


stores. 


At Christmas tim« the bars were 


down for chocolate and sweets. In 
the face' of Christmas sentiment 
voiced by mothers and sweethearts, 
wives and children, law and precau- 
tion stepped aside. And the rush 
of 'bundles of candy and chocolate 
of tobacco and all sorts of pre- 
sents, has 
appalled 
the 
posta! 


clerks. 


Rome, Italy, Jan. 6.—(By Mail) 


War, 
which has boomed almost ev- 


ery industry in the world has put the 
Italian pawnshop not on the boom 
but on the bum. The Italian women 
say this has happened because their 
soldier husbands are not at home to 
spend their money for drink and the 
wives can use the government pay 
to take care of the family instead of 
pawning everything in sight. Hard 
tunes for the people are supposed to 
make good tunes for the pawnbroker, 
but whatever other trials and mis- 
eries the war is inflicting upon Ital- 
ian wives, mothers and sweethearts, 
it has lessened rather than increased 
the financial worries. Pawnbrokers 
in Rome alone report a slump of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
business. Most of these are gov- 
ernment controlled pawnshops and 
before the war their portals were 
among the most frequented in all 
Italy. The government allowance to 
wives and families amounts to only 
a few cents a day, but the Italian 
women have learned frugality in a 
hard school and they 
know their 


lesson well. Not only are most of 
them taking care of their families, 
but many of them are scratching 
and saving enough soldi to redeem 
some of the 
pledged 
household 


articles. "Of course I can manage 
when everything doesn't 
go for 


wine,", said the wife of a workman. 
"A lire a day from the government 
and the fifty centimes a day I make 
from sewing is a lire arid a half more 
than I had when my man was home. 
Bread and soup and a little cheese—- 
what more does one want? My chil- 
dren and I manage very -well."
